Newark senior citizens now have ap- 
propriate identification when they need it, 
since Mayor Sharpe James began handing 
out free Senior Citizen Identification Cards 
to the city’s “Seasoned Citizens” recently at 
a ceremony in the East Ward. 

The Police Department is providing 
free photo ID cards to Newark residents 
aged 60 and up to help them with routine 
transactions or any emergencies.

The PLAYBILL 
(Gone, but not forgotten) 


QUESTION: Does the name Angello Facciponte 
sound familiar? This question is directed to you 
who were “Night-club-active’ in Newark in the 50’s, 
60’s, and part of the 70’s. ANSWER: He owned The 
PLAYBILL. 

The Playbill was located on Central Ave., Newark, 
two or three doors west of South 12th St. across from 
the Fairmount Cemetery. The bands played inside 
the bar (like at the Key Club). It catered to many of 
the same people who patronized the Key Club, 
Cadillac Club, (later called Sparky J’s), Front Room, 
Len and Lens, and others. 

In the past I’ve read many articles about the local 
jazz scenes and NO ONE mentions The Playbill. 
That surprised me because many of the bands and 
singers who appeared at the aforementioned clubs 
ALSO performed at The Playbill. To name a few: 
Rhoda Scott, Jack McDuff, Charles Earland, John 
(or Jon) Bartell and this writer. 

Angello Facciponte was very “hip” and “low-key”. 
He loved jazz and he loved people. He and I would 
sit and talk sometimes until daybreak after my 
“gig” was done for the night. My group performed 
there many, many times. At the time my group had 
Jimmy Ponder (guitar), Robbie Porter (baritone 
sax), Johnny “Jiggs” Chase (organ), and Kenny 
Pollard (drums). Remember them? 

Where the Playbill once was — a place called 
“Shadows” emerged. It was truly a beautiful place, 
obviously, a great amount of money had been 
invested in renovating the former Playbill. 
Unfortunately, it was not there very long. 

Earlier in my column, I mentioned Len and Lens. 
It is another place worthy of commemoration. It 
didn’t have the consistency of some other jazz clubs, 
but it held its own. 

Till the next time... Keep jazz alive.

The father of writer/poet/political 
activist Amiri Baraka, “he was a man 
who understood the strength of family, 
and he knew what had to be done to 
maintain a family” Baraka said. 

Mr. Jones was also a founding mem- 
ber of the Bridge Club, a gathering place for 
Newark’s political activists on Washington Street. 
Proprietor of a store on Clinton Place in the 1960s, 
that specialized in African apparel. Mr. Jones was 
also a tournament bowler, and a founding member 
and longtime president of one of Newark’s oldest 
bowling organizations, the Nemderolocs, which 
Baraka noted is “colored men” spelled backward. 

Mr. Jones, a member and deacon of Bethany 
Baptist Church in Newark, was called one of the 
“lights” of the church by The Rev. William Howard. 
He was also active in the senior citizens organiza- 
tion at his Court Street residence. 


SHIRLEY SCOTT, 67 
jazz woman won renown on the Hammond 

One of the few woman in jazz to fashion a suc- 
cessful career on the Hammond organ, drew her 
inspiration from Jimmy Smith.
